Tho treaty limits: the total tazation of 
exports to 74 por cont.; it dows not touch tho 
questions of Exciscand consumption tax, which 
aro'regariled a8 malfors within tho discretion «f 
the Chinesd Government, oud it exempts native 
machine-made potds-from alt export duties. 
‘Tho article yractically represoats the policy 
originally advocated by Sir J. Mackay. ond 
afterwards, unfortunately, modified; it is 
unlikely thot the Chineso will aecept the 
proposed 5 per cont. surtax, inssmmch as the 
British trenty offers more for the partial 
abolition of the barrier system,

Switow, has addressed. letter to the Man- 
choster papers, advocting what bo recently 
proposed to a meeting of the London Chamber 
of Commorca. He points out that wo are losing 
our percentage of trade. 

“The competition wo have to reckon with: 
belng active and formidable, the question ariges: 
Whet can be done {o- revive our commorcial. 
enoryies and bring British goods oven more to 
tho front ? “I sm convinced that tho answer to 
this query is: Lighten the mutual darkness 
that oxists. .The Brilish merchant aud moau- 
factuéer know. next (o nothing of what the 
Chinese want, and millions of Chineso know 
nothing of.what the Hritish manufacturer can 
‘predaco. “The day islong past when the mann- 
foctnrer, on boeing told, for instance, that the 
Chinese want cotton piecs-yoads of a narrow 
wilth, could ‘sfford to reply with supercilious 
haughtiness, * We do ‘not moke sch goods ; 
let them take what wo send’ or go without.’ 
Our rivats take the-troable to find ont just what 
the Chineso want tnd to make an article 
accordingly.” : 

With reforence to “lightening the matudl 
darkness" Mr. Hollond suggests starting small 


exhibitions of British goods of allsorts in cer- 


tala of the busy marts of-Chias. 
A gchemo of this kind need not interfere with 


4 yes ted interests in any way:, When the enor- 


mous size ot China is considered it will by evident 
that there is room forany amount of sdditions to 
our commercial exporiniants in tke conntry. I 
have recommended one exhibition to be open din 
Western China. By this I meun ‘eono busy 
town in the rich ond populous province of 
Szechuen, which docs not produce its own 
colton, but grows opium, which is a very 
valuable commodity, aud the profit on which 
enables the well-to-do Szechuencto to buy all 
kinds of foreign gools which they havo a chance 
of selling and admiring. But. chief among such 
goods stands cotton in orery shspo, tho 


“Chinese being cssentially ao cotton-wearing 


nation. In the North of Chita, whero the cold 
of winter is inteme, the natives have taken 
to flannels and other woollen clothing... But in 
the West, whore the winter in nothing to 
spenk of. the native, if he feels cold, simply piles 
on more cotton garments or quilted clothes, 
Consequently, whother in the thapo of row 
cotton, colton yaru,or cotton pievo-yoods, cotton 
of some kind flows into Western China in a 
steadily inerensing volume, andchiefly interested 
in this trade ure of vourse Manchester aud other 
towni similarly engaged in ‘tho piece-goods 
busineces. The Szechnenese, beivg, 58 1 have 
‘said, well-to-do, would also buy snndries of all 
kinds, which it would be the bosiness of the 
gxbibilion to bring to their notice, © 
If it bo orgned that there ix no money to 
spare: for such o echeme, I reply that it onght 
to bo obtained before we find ourselvos loft 
Lopelessly in the background by our rivals, If 
thé Chambers of. Commerce caunot afford it— 
which suroly is not possible then the Govern: 
ment: should assist thom by » grant. The 
country spends a large sum of money annually 
on tho upkeop of the consular service and the 
men-o-wor required to guard ho interests of. 
our traders, but what is the usé of this expendi- 
fure if our trade—the sine qua wep of our 
existence as a ualion—id gradually ‘poing to 
fall away, as it is too surely doing? In 
the five years up lo 1901 we lost 6 per cent. of 
our trade in China, and, besring in mind the 
push ful activity of the Americans and the 
officially supported cnorgy of tho Germans and 
Jnopanese, it needs no special’ stretch of 
imagination to realiso that unlesg some 
exceptional meuyures aro daken to revive our 
foiling commercial energies the time is not s0 
very for off when our consular service and 
men-o'-war will have very few interests to guard. 
‘Those. who hisve vur'trade interests honeatly at 
heart know that my picture, glomy as it is, is 
not overdrawn, ond that our existence os the 
foremost trading nation of the world was never 
in such danger avit is just now.” -

THE ANTIIOREIGN ATTITUDE 
IN CHINA. ; 


“ A Chincee Patriot” writes tos London daily 
commenting -on the attitude of the Powers 
towards China ond the alleged anti-foreign 
feeling.of his countrymen. . He would like to 
ask whether thero is not, reason why this anti- 
foreign feeling should exist, and answers yes. 

“ Tho rst reason, I think, is tho injudicions 
and inconsistent action of the European 
missionaries. in Chins. What would tho 
English people say. if Chineso Buddhist 
missionaries wero to. come to England and 
endeavour io propagate their religion in the 
high-handed munner adopted by Christian 
missionaries in China, interfering with the 
magistrates and police, whore converts were 
concerned, and threatening tho vengeanco: of 
China if their demands wero nat acceded to? 
The second reason is tho anti-Chinese fecling 
80 prevalent in Enrope, America, and ithe 

ropean Colonies. a8 evidenced by their 
seitte towards Chinese labour, and their 

eatmont of the Chinese generally. ‘The third 
reason. is the polloy of “ grab” (one can call it 
‘nothing else) followed by the European Powers 
with respect to Chinese territory. A fourth, 
reason may be found in the bebaviour of the 
Allied troops st the relief of the Legations 
during the late troubles in Chins. “These 
troops, by their looting of: private honsea and 
ill-treatment and killing of innocent people, 
showed that they were not 20 civilised-as they 
boast to be, aud that the vord ‘barbarians,’ 
which they so contemptnously. applied to the 
Chinese, was far more applictble to. themsolves. 
In conclusion, J would eay that if the Haropean 
nations were totreat China with tho courtesy 
and consideration duo from ‘ove civilised country 
+o another——to trsist her, infact, -as they. treat: 
‘another—there. would be no anti-foreign 
"China. The Chives know that they

whet’ it may become, As at Tsingtau, tho 
voultitndinous poorer classes of the indigenous 
folk sre nol to swarm among the foreign 
residents as they have elsewhere been impru- 
dontly snffered to.do, being, instead, ‘held 
conveniently aloof from the main’ city by an 
intorvening park, a precaution the manifold 
ad venlages of which, Mr. Cary points oat, will Le 
readily appreciated by thore who.know the un- 
pleassnt and detriment- grouillement of the 
British Colony of Hongkong aud of tlic Foreign 
Concersions of Shanghai, But we may remem- 
ber that this was the original intention at these 
places, If Daluy ia a huge success like those 
places Chinese would surely be the highest 
purchasers, Will they bo allowed to'buy? As 
to prospects Mr, Cary thinks that a large trado 
must xpeedily accrue to the port by reason of 
the presence thereof the railway, and indecd, 
“{hat tho principal trona-Pacific steamor ‘lines 
of all nations will ultimately make. Dalny thoir 
most important Far Eastern port of call, what- 
everthey may intersmediately continue to do 
with Yokohama wid.
